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Lou Kovach happy with 
out-of-court settlement 
with Van Buren Twp.

Louis Kovach’s battle with Van Buren 
Township over lot splits is over — and he 
couldn’t be happier. 

Kovach said Van Buren Township 
Supervisor Linda Combs stepped in when 
negotiations were at 
a standstill to settle 
the disagreement out 
of court and end the 
lawsuit. 

On Feb. 28 Wayne 
County Circuit Court 

Judge John H. Gillis, 
y Jr. signed a consent 

judgment between 
Louis Kovach and the Charter Township of 
Van Buren that provided lot splits for his 
property that was the former Coy Kendall 
Greenhouse land. 

The property, several parcels of land at 
the northwest corner of the intersection of 
Bemis and Martinsville roads, was owned 
by Homer and Jean Morris before Homer’s 
death and now is owned by Kovach. 

Kovach said former Planning and 
Economic Development Director Bryce 
Kelley had drawn up a plan for the splitting 
of these properties that included several 
“flag lots” that Kelley said wouldn’t be a 
problem. 

After Kelley left VBT employment and 
Homer Morris died those flag lots became 
a big problem. 

On May 1, 2012 Kovach submitted an 
application to the VBT Parcel Division 
board (composed of Terry Carroll, Linda 
Stevenson,and Tom MacDonald) proposing 
to divide a 9.357 acre parcel into 5 parcels, 
including 3 “flag lots.” 

On May 8, 2012 the Parcel Division 
Board denied Kovach’s application. 

Kovach filed a complaint on June 12,2012 

seeking a Writ of Mandamus compelling

District Library Board to get update 
on DNR site appraisal figures

The Belleville Area District Library 
Board will get updates on new appraisal 
figures for the DNR site and the house next 
door at its next regular meeting at 7 p.m. 
April 9. 

But, it will be delivered in closed-door 
session at the end of the meeting, so the 
public won’t get to share those figures. 

Bob Vogt, who was hired by the library to 
appraise the vacant, lakeside DNR property 
north of the bridge and the Spencer house 
next door, recently was asked by the DNR 
for more appraisals. 

They asked for what the house’s land 
would be worth without the house on it and 
how much property along Belleville Lake 
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is worth. 

Those are the figures expected to be 
disclosed to board members April 9. 

The library board has been trying to select 
a site for a proposed future library building 
and the DNR site has been the favorite. 

At the library board’s regular meeting 
March 12, chairwoman Mary Jane Dawson 
said, “They want an idea of basically what 
the dirt would cost without the house on 
the Spencer property.” 

Dawson said she received the report from 
Vogt earlier that day and sent it to library 
attorney John Day. 

Day suggested the board either come 
together at the next regularly scheduled 
meeting or hold a special meeting to discuss 
the information. After much discussion, it 
was decided to wait for the next regular 
meeting. 

In discussing lakeside property, someone 
said there wasn’t much vacant land left 
around Belleville Lake. Board member 
John Juriga said there still is the large Robb

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Wayne County to come out to investigate unsightly ‘Ford’ fence

There are trees growing in the unsightly 
fence in the road right of way along 
Belleville Road and that is one of the 
reasons Wayne County Roads Division 
officials are coming out this week to get a 
first-hand look at the situation. 

Complaints about the looks of the 
old fence led the Van Buren Township 
Downtown Development Authority to look 
into its legal status in order to figure out 
what to do about it. 

The fence runs from Harmony Lane north 
to Sunrise and some of the broken-down 
fence has barbed wire on top. There are 11 
property owners involved in that stretch. 

DDA Executive Director Susan Ireland 
said the county now believes the fence was 
put in place in the 1940s by Henry Ford 
around his farm field. Earlier accounts said 
the fence was put in place in the 1960s by a 
housing developer. 

At its March 26 meeting, the DDA was 
told by Ireland that the county would be 
sending a letter to the township about 
removing the fence. 

The day after the meeting, Ireland told 
the Independent a different person at the 
county just informed her they cannot and 
will not send a letter about removal of the 
potentially hazardous fence. 

Ireland said the county told her it will 
remove the fence although it might take 
years. But, they will not remove the trees 
that are growing in the fence. 

At past meetings, the DDA discussed what 
it can do to make that area of its streetscape 
look nicer, including planting more trees 
and putting up a decorative fence. 

James Kosiba, an eighth grade student 
working toward an Eagle Scout rank, has 
volunteered to help with the project. 

Election of officers 

At its March 26 meeting, the DDA 
reelected Jere Dolph chairman and Sophie 
Zoller secretary for the year and new DDA 
member Craig Atchinson as vice chairman, 
to take the place of his father Kurt who 
was vice chairman when he retired recently 
from the DDA. 

Billboard, promotions 

The DDA agreed to proceed with its 
second-favorite place for a billboard 
on westbound I-94, 3,000 feet east of 
Haggerty Road, which is available June 
3. The DDA’s first choice would not be 
available until 2014. 

Vice Chairman Atchinson, General 
manager of Atchinson Ford on Belleville 
Road, said his company currently has 
two billboards on I-94 and two on I-275. 
He suggested negotiating a price for the 
DDAbillboardandartwork.Communication 
Associates Inc.’s quote of $3,000-$3,500 
for a four-week run includes artwork. 


CAI, the DDA’s public relations firm, 
is currently developing a list of 300-500 
contacts to distribute brochures and send 
emails. These contacts include local and 
national commercial real estate brokers, 
tenant representatives, and large and small 
business decision makers. 

The DDA also discussed the line 
“Van Buren Business Pure and Simple” 
which appears on the DDA website, 
communications and brochures. Ireland 
suggested adding, “Invest in Downtown 
Van Buren.” 

DDA member Mark Laginess had a 
problem with the addition. 

“Where is most of what’s in Downtown 
Van Buren today? It’s in the DDA. If we 
happen to attract something someplace 
else, it’s good for the township. The whole 
township benefits,” he said. 

He added that he believed the planning 
department should also incorporate the 
mantra to promote business in general. 

DDA member Ron Blank asked for 
website stats and said he had concerns 
about spending a lot of time and money. 

Landscaping 

The DDA accepted the $11,840 bid of 
Pioneer Landscaping to be Belleville 
Roadside Landscaper. This includes 
replacement of 18 trees: 2 Maple trees at 
French Landing Party Store and Walmart, 
6 trees at 5/3 Bank, 1 at Applebee’s, 3 at 
Belleville/Quirk Road triangle, 3 in front 
of Harmony Lane subdivision, | in front of 
Twisted Rooster, and 2 in front of Meijer 
gas station. Filled water bags, topsoil and 
mulching are included in this bid and the 
job is to be completed 3 weeks from the 
agreed-upon start date. 

Zoo Millage lawsuit 

Ireland reported the judge presiding over 
the Zoo Millage lawsuit has issued a time 
schedule and he wants to issue his opinion 


on or before June 15. She said some bills on 
the issue have been submitted in Lansing. 

Laginess said he believes that new 
legislation signals that the current 
legislation allows the DDA to capture and 
not turn over the revenue. 

According to Wayne County court records, 
there have been 23 actions registered on 
this case in March. Oral arguments are 
scheduled for May 30. 

Public Safety Day 
Ireland announced that Van Buren 
Township Public Safety Day has been set 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. on Aug. 10. 

CAI will assist with initial planning, 
providing flyers, postcard mailers, posters, 
directional signage, press releases before 
and after the event, and photography for 
use on the website, social media, and 
brochure update. 

Aerotropolis 

The DDA was informed by Ireland that 
Wayne County Executive Robert Ficano is 
scheduled to attend a quarterly meeting of 
Aerotropolis at the Holiday Inn Express. 
She said he was supposed to attend the last 
Aerotroplis meeting, but didn’t. 

Sidewalks 

Ireland reported that sidewalk easement 
talks continue on the I-94 North Service 
drive from Quirk Road east to the shopping 
center. 

Also, letters are being sent out offering 
to purchase sidewalk easements from 
property owners along Belleville Road 
from Tyler Road to 8701 Belleville Road. 

Ireland reported that she has contacted 
DTE with a complete inventory of light 
poles that need maintenance. 

Banner arms 
Ireland reported that Rich Keenan, 
president of Old Glory Flags and Flagpoles, 
is negotiating costs with contractors. 
Before replacing all banner arms, Keenan 


would like to do a durability test on five 
arms near the bridge where the winds are 
strongest. 

Laginess circulated photos of fiberglass 
banner arms he took at ESPN Wide World 
of Sports Stadium at Disney World, winter 
home of the Atlanta Braves. Laginess 
watched the Detroit Tigers play the 
Braves. 

Ecorse/Belleville Road project 
It was announced that workers were 
preparing to shift traffic for springtime 
work on the Ecorse/Belleville Road 
intersection project. 

Also, Wade Trim’s engineering plan for 
dead-end turn-arounds and enclosing the 
drainage ditches on the south side Ecorse 
Road Service Drives have been sent to the 
county. Upon approval, landscaping plans 
in this area will resume. 

Health Care Insurance Plan 
DDA member Carol Bird wanted to 
address a health care insurance plan from 
the township that affects Ireland. 

VBT Supervisor Linda Combs explained 
that the township is currently developing a 
policy that would require salaried personnel 
to pay 10% of their health care insurance 
costs. If approved at the next meeting, the 
policy would take effect May 1, Supervisor 
Combs said. 

“Does the DDA wish to reimburse her for 
that because you have covered her health 
care in the past?” Combs asked. 

“I have an employment agreement with 
the DDA and it includes benefits that are 
afforded to township employees,” Ireland 
said. 

The DDA agreed to postpone this issue 
until there is action by the township board. 

Absent from the March 26 DDA meeting 
were Robert Bechtel, who was excused, 
and Joe Baskin. The Independent reporter 
was the only person in the audience.

At about 10 p.m. Monday, Van Buren 
Township fire fighters were called to a 
major house fire on Florence Street in 
Homestead subdivision, north of Ecorse. 

VBT fire fighters called for mutual aid 
from Romulus, Canton, and Belleville. No 
one was injured, but it was a long night of 
fire fighting. Fire Chief Dan Besson said he 
got home at 4 a.m. Tuesday. 

VBT Interim Public Safety Director Greg 
Laurain said he was called to the fire, too. 
He told everyone at Tuesday’s VBT board 
meeting that police officers pitched in to 
help fire fighters. 

Laurain explained some of his new 
policies that require police to help with the 
hydrants and hoses at fires. 

He said 31 years ago the VBT Police Chief 
required his officers, including Laurain, 
to respond to fire scenes to pull hoses off 
the truck, open and flush fire hydrants and 
direct traffic. 

“We brought it back, 30 years later,” 
Laurain said. 

There were other new cooperative policies 
discussed, including having cross-trained 
police officers carrying their fire suits in 
the trunks of their police cars, so they can 
help at fires if they are not tied up fighting 
crime. 

Laurain explained the officer would be 
paid his police wage and not the higher 
blended rate since he was on the job as a 
“public safety officer.” Sounds good to us. 

Congratulations to the public safety 
leaders for putting their expertise together 
to better serve the VBT community.

The Social Security Administration does 
not send you emails — and doesn’t threaten 
you by email. Delete all such notices. If 
the SSA wants to get your attention, they’ll 
send you a letter.

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Teens advised ‘Kelsey’s 
Law’ is now in effect on 
Michigan’s roadways

Local teenagers are advised that on March 28 
one of the many new Michigan laws that went 
into effect that day targets them. 

Belleville Police Chief Gene Taylor said 
Kelsey’s Law makes it illegal for young drivers 
with restricted licenses to use a cell phone while 
behind the wheel. 

He wants to make sure all the teens who flock 
into Belleville High School each morning and 
out each afternoon are aware of the law. 

The state law is named after Kelsey Raffaele 
of Sault Ste. Marie, who was 17 years old when 
she died in a cell-phone related car accident in 
2010. 

According to the law, teens with restricted 
licenses won’t be able to use a cell phone while 
driving. 

Violations are civil infractions, but it’s a primary 
offense, so police can pull a young driver over 
without any other cause. 

There are some exceptions. The law doesn’t 
apply to a voice-operated, hands-free system 
integrated into a vehicle. It doesn’t apply to 
reporting a traffic accident, medical emergency, 
serious road hazard, situations in which a driver’s 
personal safety is in jeopardy, or a crime. 

The law affects Level 1 and Level 2 drivers 
under the state’s graduated licensing system. 
Level 1 is a learner’s license with the most 
restrictions; Level 2 drivers have restrictions 
on the number of passengers and on nighttime 
driving. 

A teen must be at least 17 and have at least 
six months of driving experience at Level 2 to 
qualify for a Level 3 or unrestricted driver’s 
license.

Farm on the east end of the lake. 

Dawson said the library also wants to set 
up a meeting with Van Buren Township 
officials and DNR representatives to 
discuss the site, since some of the township 
officials, including Supervisor Linda 
Combs, are new and weren’t involved in 
previous talks. 

Juriga pointed out that VBT Trustee Jeff 
Jahr and Treasurer Sharry Budd have been 
involved. 

The Independent asked what has been 
done to move the DNR property from 
the Recreational Trust to the Fishery 
Department, since a proposed library would 
share the site with fishermen. Dawson said 
that can’t be done until there is some type 
of agreement to swap property. 

Dawson said they are dealing with the 
DNR’s Appraisal Department now and 
they didn’t find out until last August that 
they had to go through the Appraisal 
Department first. 

In other business at the 56-minute March 
12 meeting, the library board: 

e Approved accepting the continuing 
deposit security agreement as written. At 
the last library meeting there was concern 
about the district library bank account 
exceeding the $250,000 FDIC limits. Asst. 
Director Mary Jo Suchy and Accountant 
Ron Traskos went to Chase Bank to set up 
a collateralized account. Suchy explained 
that in collateralized accounts, Chase uses 
a third party to monitor the balances and 
security accounts, pledging US Treasury 
bills, notes and bonds as collateral. 
The bank pays all costs associated with 
collateral accounts saving the library 
$1,454 per year in service fees. Currently 
the district library receives .02% rate on 
savings. Juriga suggested using another 
bank or credit union for amounts over 
$250,000. Treasurer Elaine Gutierrez 
agreed the board has to be more fiscally 
intelligent once the library gets a bond with 
hundreds of thousands of dollars moving 
in. Doing investment securities is higher 


federally insured, she said; 

e Thanked the Van Buren Civic Fund for 
its grant of $6,450 towards the purchase of 
two AWE children’s learning stations that 
cost $7,400. Each learning center offers 80 
software programs, touch screens, colored 
keyboards, and small mouses for small 
hands. According to the AWE website, the 
stations enable children to learn how to 
learn; 

e Learned City of Belleville resident 
Conrad Welsing has agreed to help the 
Marketing Committee develop a mission 
statement and a marketing plan. Welsing 
is a retired marketing director for Detroit 
Public Library and also taught marketing 
at Wayne State University. The Marketing 
Committee is made up of Juriga, Gutierrez, 
Michael Boelter, Library Director Debra 
Green, and Deputy Director Suchy; 

e Learned there has been a big response 
to the new Literacy Project, with about 
24 tutors showing up to be trained. The 
project uses the library meeting room on 
Tuesdays, except when the district library 
board meets. Boelter and his wife Kelly 
have committed to the program for a year 
and will be trained to do the initial learner 
assessments with part-time librarian Dan 
Lodge, who is directing the program. 
Nakenya Yarbrough volunteered to assist 
with organizational tasks. The initial 
training is 15 hours and started March 19. 
The tutors will be trained before the project 
reaches out to seek learners; and 

e Was informed that Library Week is 
April 14 - 20. During the whole month of 
April the library will be promoting Food 
for Fines for Gleaners. With the exception 
of lost books, any late fines or fees up to $5 
can be forgiven with donations of canned

Belleville Council 
approves $15,000 for 
water valve installation

At a 12-minute meeting on Monday, the 
Belleville City Council approved spending 
up to $15,000 to get a new 12-inch water 
valve installed because the present one is 
squirting water. 

DPS Director Keith Boc said when his 
men were working at Five Points on a 
recent water problem, they turned off the 
water at the railroad track on South Street. 

When they turned it back on, water started 
squirting out of the gasket. Boc said the 
city has a replacement valve, but his crew 
was unable to isolate the valve for a repair 
or replacement. 

He said the work requires a company 
to place stops on each side of the valve to 
stop the water flow so a new valve can be 
installed. 

Cost is $4,000-$5 ,000 per side, for a total 
of some $10,000. 

He said the city has used WaterTAP 
before for specialized work. The company 
will put a tap on each side of the work, 
installed electronically. 
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The valve is very heavy, Boc said, noting 
the work will take two days: one day for 
preparation and one day for replacement of 
the valve. 

He said the manhole is deep and all the 
block has to be dismantled and removed in 
order to put the valve in place. 

Blue Ribbon will also work on the project, 
at a cost of about $5,000, Boc said. 

He said the work will not cause interruption 
in water service to any city customers. 

The project will be on the shoulder of 
South Street on the Five Points side of the 
railroad track and should not interfere with 
traffic. 

In other business, the council considered 
the $64,670.59 in accounts payable. 

Before voting, the council discussed a 
$884.06 bill from SMART to fix the senior 
bus. There was no backup information on the 
repair, but the work was done in November 
and the bill was dated in December, so the 
council decided to pay the bill and then get 
information on the repair. 

Councilman Brian Blackburn was absent 
and excused from the meeting.

defendants Carroll, Stevenson, and 
MacDonald from the case. 

The order signed by the judge said this 
was “‘to avoid further costs and expenses, 
the uncertainty of trial, and to resolve their 
disputes relative to this action without any 
admission of liability on the part of the 
township.” 

Each party agreed to be responsible 
for their own attorney fees, costs and 
expenses. 

Kovach said the township had created 
a “Homer Rule” that changed the property 
zoning into Agricultural Zoning with 
larger minimum sizes and made all the 
land non-compliant to the township’s own 
ordinance. 

At the latest court session, Kovach said 
Judge Gillis said to the VBT attorney, 
“You have been causing this guy trouble 
and if you don’t change I will act on his 
request.” 

Kovach said VBT attorney David Greco 
replied, “These are the zoning rules” and 
the judge replied, “Change the zoning 
tules.” 

“I wanted the Homer Plan,” Kovach 
explained. “When I started, all I wanted 
was to get what Homer was promised. 

“I wanted to show Homer could have 
done it, but, unfortunately, he ran out of 
time. 

“I wanted to do this as quickly as possible 
so it doesn’t happen to me,” Kovach said. 

The judge gave them a deadline to come to 
an agreement or he would act on Kovach’s 
request. 

Kovach said there was one day left before 
the judge would do this and his attorney John 
Day called him to a 3:30 p.m. meeting at 
township hall. He said besides his attorney 
and the VBT attorney also present were 
Supervisor Combs, Stevenson, Carroll and 
MacDonald. 

Kovach said he was five minutes late 
and when he entered the room Day was 
explaining to Carroll what the judge was 
going to do the next day. 

“That’s no problem. We’ll just find 
another judge,” said Carroll, according to 
Kovach. 

Kovach said he couldn’t believe what he 
was hearing, but bit his tongue and didn’t 
comment. 

Instead he said, “Let’s talk about the Grand 
Compromise, the Consent Judgment.” 

Kovach said there was a suggestion to 
divide Kovach’s land into nine pieces. 

Kovach said he had asked for 11 pieces 
and asked why they said nine. 

He said the answer was: “You’re not 
giving up anything and we’re giving up

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everything.” 

At that point Kovach recalls he said to 
his attorney, “John, I think we’re meeting 
them in court tomorrow.” He started to get 
out of his chair to leave, when Supervisor 
Combs asked him to please wait. 

“I want to resolve this for you,” she said 
and they worked to come up with Option 3. 
Kovach said the parcel division was drawn 
up by attorney Day and this split was more 
orderly and had no flag lots. 

His original request was for 11 buildable 
lots and Option 3 had 10 places. One large 
parcel includes Kovach’s residence and 
has a large, swampy area in the back of the 
property. 

“In the end, we lost one building lot,” 
Kovach said. 

Kovach credits Combs with solving the 
disagreement. He said before the August 
Primary Election, Combs came to see him 
with the Independent stories about his fight 
to get his property split. 

Kovach said Combs told him if she gets 
elected she will settle the dispute and come 
up with a compromise. 

“Why compromise if you’re right? What 
did I do wrong?” he said he asked her. 
“What did Homer do wrong? 

“We’re just trying to make happen what 
was promised,” Kovach said. 

Kovach worked against the reelection of 
Supervisor Paul White who he blamed for 
his lot split troubles and put signs up on 
the property against White, one of which is 
still in place. 

Kovach said he is thinking of cleaning 
up the back acreage on this property and 
growing an orchard for Homer. 

“I hope there is a Heaven and they can 
see down. Both my father and Homer can 
see I did something good,” he said. 

Kovach said the attempt to split the 
property has been going on for years and, 
“It’s really been Homer’s hope.” 

He said now he can sell the lots and maybe 
in five years when the economy breaks 
families can build homes in the country. 

The VBT Board had had several closed- 
door sessions to discuss the law suit, the 
most recent one after a work/study session 
on Feb. 19, 12 days after the court was 
advised the case was settled and closed. 

At the regular board meeting later on 
Feb. 19 the board voted 6-1 to approve its 
attorney’s recommendation on the case, 
with Trustee Regina Miller casting the 
only nay vote. There was no discussion 
and no announcement that the case had 
been settled. 

On March 15 Supervisor Combs told the 
Independent that Kovach and his attorney, 
John Day, were very good to work with 
and, “We all had the same goal.” 

Combs said the settlement was good for 
both sides. 

Former Supervisor White reviewed the 
settlement and said he was comfortable 
with the new splits agreed upon. He said he 
believes it will reasonably meet state law 
on land division splits.

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VBT sends press release 
explaining how police, 
fire depts. cooperate 


On Monday, Van Buren Township Interim 
Public Safety Director Greg Laurain sent 
out a press release explaining how police 
and fire departments are working together 
to provide “an even more efficient level of 
comprehensive service.” 

Interim Director Laurain said historically 
the police and fire departments have worked 
well together, but now under his guidance 
and that of Fire Chief Dan Besson they are 
collaborating like never before. 

He said a few of the newly implemented 
practices of cooperation include: 

e Hydrant Preparation: Police officers 
now carry hydrant wrenches in their police 
cars so if they arrive at the scene of a fire 
before the fire engine and fire fighters, they 
can prepare the hydrant. 

“When fire personnel arrive, precious 
minutes can be saved, and fire fighters can 
immediately get to work,” Captain Laurain 
said. 

¢ Directing Traffic: When an incident 
requires fire fighters to concentrate on life 
safety, police officers will handle routing 
traffic around the incident until fire fighters 
become available. 

Similarly, and as incidents allow, fire 
fighters will transition into position to 
relieve the police officers from traffic 
control points. Doing so assists police 
officers so they are able to get back to their 
investigation, the issues of a serious car 
crash, or other law enforcement duties. 

Both VBT police and fire fighters are 
trained in national, state, and local traffic

e Captain Gregory Laurain is serving as the 
Interim Director of Public Safety, without a 
promotion. 

e Former Sgt. Fred Yono chose to take a 
voluntary demotion that would enable him to 
remain in the traffic bureau. 

e Lt. Ken Floro is transferring his dispatch 
supervision to Sgt. Jeff Gueli. 

e Interim Director Laurain presently oversees 
the traffic bureau. In the Interim Director’s 
absence, Lt. Floro will assume these duties. 

e Lt. Floro is not receiving a promotion. 

These are the changes that have taken 
place since Public Safety Director Carl 
McClanahan’s resignation in January. No 
search process for a new public safety director 
has been announced. 


safety procedures. Utility 2, a support 
vehicle housed at fire headquarters, is well 
equipped with barricades, traffic cones, 
safety flares, and signs. Both police and 
fire wear conspicuous traffic vests while 
directing traffic in high-speed zones in 
order to gain the driver’s attention. 

e Immediate Response: On-duty officers 
trained as fire fighters now carry their fire 
gear in the trunks of their police cars. While 
on duty as a police officer, if there is a need 
to respond in the capacity of a fire fighter, 
an immediate response is now available, 
Laurain said. 

“This new practice represents the best 
use of resources available, while an added 
bonus is fiscal conservation: If a cross- 
trained police officer transitions into a fire 
responder, no blended-rate hourly cost 
increase is incurred,” Laurain said. 

“Instead, these employees are serving 
in the capacity of a public safety officer,”
